Mr Marshall, 68, 0 professional soldier who became 
his country’s No 1 warrior and No 2 statesman, will 
quit office on January 20-—the day President Truman 


begins his new term.

RVEN such a drug as penicil- 
lin, usually so safe under 
medical administration, and 
sure in its ‘action against germs, 
has its Hmitations and. draw- 
backs. : . 


We would naturally expect 
salves containing penicillin to 
be of great value in the treat- 
ment of skin disorders, because 
in this way o high concentra- 
tion. of the drug.can be applied 
directly to the alte of the in- 
fection. 


In practice, however, we have 
found that penlelllin olntment is not 
always so useful o8 we had hoped. 
In'the first place, certain strains of 
germs which cause skin infectlons 
are resistant to penicillin, Even 
where they are not, the patient may 
develop an oversensitivity to the 
penicillin ‘itself which makes the 
prolonged {reatment needed im- 
possible,

other ‘hand, penfciilin 


On the 


ointment hoa been most valuable in- 


curing certain skin diseases where 
the infection Js confined to tho 
outermost Inyers of the sidn. 


One of these Is known as tm- 
petigo, an infection which produces 
blisters that break open and form 
crusts. In one serles of cascs, 98 
out of 6D patients were cured in 
seven doys by the uso of penicillin 
ointment. In’ the two Instances In 
which n cure was not produced, the 
ointment was improperly applicd or 
not used long enough, Even here, 
however, the patlent may become 
hypersensitive to the ointment and 
its use must be stopped. 


One ord{narily stubborn skin con- 


dition is an infection of the rpots of. 


the halr or of the beard, known as 
csycosis vurgaris. Of 18 patients 
treated with penicillin ointment. 
eight were reported cured. . 


Another: skin conditlon known as’ 


ecthyma produces decp-scated sores, 
This disorder may develop following 
‘Impetigo. Bolls or turuncles do not 
respond {fo the local use of penicillin 
When a person has a 
number . of bolls, the injection ' of 
penicillin into a muscle scems to give 
a great deal of benefit. 


Another Skin Disease 


‘Another "skin disease treated 1s 


one known as Infectlous cezematoid | 


dermatitis. ‘This is on inflammation 
of the skin due to the infection, to- 
gether with some allergy. Of 10 
patients treated, five were cured In 
about 30 days’ ‘time. 


Penicillin ointment his also been 
used in secondary infections follow- 
Ing certain skin conditions, such os 


. seborrhea, dermatitis, ringworm,.and |: 


acne. Improvement may: be pro- 
duced in such cases in a few In- 
stances. . 


It would seem, therefore, that the 
peniciiin ointment is cffective in 
curing -impotigo, thus preventing 
lesions of ecthyma from developing. 
It is of no value In deeper Infections 
which do respond to the Injection 
of penicillin. It Is suggested that 
the penicillin olntment be discon- 
‘thhued after seven'days if there ts 
no improvement. :

Undoubtedly his vanity was so

At the fime” when his career 
first became the subject of inquiry

Mrs‘ Jones was herself a woman 
of distinct ‘personality.

Her husband took no part In the 
dramn except as the victim, and 
very Iittle was known about him.

She suspected Vaquier. Indeed, 

according to her, Vaquier’ confessed 
his guilt as wien she taxed him with 
the crime, he replied:.

; But it must have « beén obvious 
from the outset that the evidence 
of Mrs: Jones, if uncorrobotated, 
would have been open to severe 
criticism, 

Statements were taken from 
everybody who (could possibly 
throw light upon the affair, . and 
Vnquicr himself made a number of: 
voluntary statements to the police, 
some of which were. to say the 
least of, It, remarkable.
